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March  Trade  Surplus  Up  Sharply  - 

The  March  agricultural  trade  surplus 
soared  $384  million  from  the  pre¬ 
vious  month  to  $1 .9  billion.  Exports 
increased  15  percent  to  $4.0  billion, 
while  imports  rose  8  percent  to  a 
record  $2.1  billion.  The  cumulative 
trade  surplus  for  October  1989- 
March  1990  totaled  $10.3  billion,  1 
percent  ahead  of  the  same  period  a 
year  ago  (table  3). 

Exports  Soar  in  March  -  U.S.  agri¬ 
cultural  exports  rose  to  $4.0  billion 
in  March,  $535  million  above  the 
previous  month.  Increases  were 
registered  in  all  the  major  commodi¬ 
ties,  particularly  in  animal  feeds, 
wheat,  soybeans,  cotton,  fruits  and 
vegetables,  hides  and  skins,  meat, 
and  tobacco.  October-March  exports 
totaled  $21 .9  billion,  4  percent  ahead 
of  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 

Corn  export  volume  increased  5  per¬ 
cent  above  the  previous  month,  with 
shipments  of  4.9  million  tons  valued  at 
$554  million.  Japan  remained  the 
largest  market,  taking  1.1  million  tons. 
Other  major  markets  included  the 
Soviet  Union,  Korea,  Spain,  Mex¬ 
ico,  and  Taiwan.  The  corn  export  unit 
value  remained  at  $1 13  a  ton. 

Soybean  exports  of  2.4  million  tons 
in  March  reached  their  highest  level 
this  fiscal  year.  The  EC  took  nearly 
1.3  million  tons,  followed  by  Japan, 
Taiwan,  Romania,  and  the  Soviet 
Union.  Soybean  meal  exports  also 
remained  high  at  514,000  tons, 
slightly  above  the  February  figure. 

The  Soviet  Union  was  the  primary 
market  followed  by  Algeria  and  the 
EC.  The  soybean  export  unit  value 
moved  up  $1  to  $225  a  ton  while 
the  soybean  meal  export  unit  value 
fell  $5  to  $216. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  2.9  million  tons 
in  March,  valued  at  $457  million,  a 
significant  improvement  over  the  last  5 
months.  A  correction  was  made  in 


March  wheat  exports  to  include  about 
300,000  tons  worth  $50  million  which 
had  been  shipped  in  January  1990. 
Most  of  this  wheat  went  to  Japan  and 
Korea.  Shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union 
escalated  to  847,000  tons  in  March, 
making  it  the  largest  U.S.  wheat 
market  during  the  month.  Other  major 
markets  included  Egypt,  Japan,  and 
China.  Wheat  export  unit  values 
averaged  $160  a  ton,  $1  below  the 
February  average. 

Cotton  exports  rose  to  21 7,000  tons 
in  March,  a  25  percent  increase  from 
the  previous  month.  The  major  cotton 
markets  were  the  EC,  Japan,  Korea, 
and  China.  Cotton  export  unit  values 
fell  2  percent  to  $1 595  a  ton. 

Record  Agricultural  Imports  in 
March  -  U.S.  agricultural  imports 
were  a  record  $2.1  billion  in  March. 

For  the  third  straight  month,  fruit  and 
vegetable  imports  burgeoned.  Coffee 
imports  rose  19  percent  to  $221 
million,  almost  entirely  due  to  an 
increase  in  volume.  March  has  been 
the  strongest  month  for  agricultural 
imports  in  5  of  the  last  6  years.

Japan  Remains  Leading  Export 
Market  in  FY  1990  -  Shipments  of 
U.S.  farm  products  to  Japan  during 
the  first  half  of  FY  1 990  totaled 
almost  $4.3  billion,  1  percent 
above  the  same  period  a  year  ago. 
The  Soviet  Union  was  again  the 
second  largest  market  at  $1 .9  billion. 
Canada  moved  up  3  places  to  third, 
as  value  increased  56  percent  to 
$1.5  billion.  Korea  moved  up  one 
position  to  fourth  with  $1 .4  billion. 
Other  leading  markets  so  far  in 
FY  1990  include  Mexico,  the 
Netherlands,  Taiwan,  West 
Germany,  Spain,  and  Egypt  (see 
table  4).
